Sco tt 
is a resident o f Anderso nv ille but was 
wo rking o n his mo ther’s farm near 
Neff’s Co rner building a fence when a 
hunting party came alo ng. 
He was 
acquainted with sev eral o f the party 
and after inv iting them to hunt o n

# 
the place, he jo ined them fo r a sho rt 
jaunt o v er the farm, with the inten­ 
tio n o f po inting o ut so me go o d places 
to lo cate game. 
In the party were 
J ack Farthing and J o hn Miers o f 
Anderso nv ille, and 
Geo rge 
Hargitt 
and J o hn Bailey o f Indianapo lis. The 
latter two had co me fo r a few day s’ 
hunting trip in this co unty , and were* 
enjo y ing the spo rt until the sad « c 
cident o ccurred to mar it and cast a 
glo o m o v er all. 
The care-free band was stro Ri » ^ 
leisurely alo ng, all in a happy mo o d 
when they came to a small hill with 
a path leading to an o pening thro ugh 
the fence into ano ther field. 
Go ing 
up the hill Sco tt w as'directly behind 
J ack Farthing. 
The latter had his 
gun ready fo r actio n and it was the 
same o ld sad tale. 
He stumbled and 
fell and the full charge 
fro m 
the 
weapo n struck 
Sco tt in 
the heart, 
killing him instantly . He fell fo rward 
witho ut uttering a so und and in all 
pro bability did no t feel o ne instant 
o f pain. 
His co mpanio ns 
quickly 
hurried to his side, but realized at a 
glance that life was ex tinct. 
His 
entire left side was to rn away by the 
sho t. 
The lifeless fo rm was carried 
to the ho me o f his mo ther, and Co r­ 
o ner W. S. Co leman summo ned. 
It was a grief stricken party that 
returned to Anderso nv ille and Farth­ 
ing w as nearly distracted o v er the 
accident as he is an uncle o f the v ic­ 
tim. 
Sco tt was twenty -three y ears 
o f age and leav es a wife and two 
small children to mo urn his untimely 
death. 
Three bro thers and o ne sis­ 
ter surv iv e the deceased.

“ It can be shown that our choice 
of newspapers and our way of read­ 
ing them have an important hearing 
on the government of the country 
and that we must take this into a c­ 
count in order to do our full duty as 
American citizens,” is a declaration 
made by President Arthur Twining 
Hadley of Yale University, in an a r­ 
ticle on “ The Public Duty of News­ 
paper Readers” written for current 
number of the Youth's Companion. 
“ Among the many reforms which are 
needed in American politics,” contin­ 
ues President Hadley, “ a reform in 
the spirit in which we read our news­ 
papers is one of the most important.” 
ant.” 
President Hadley sa ys: “ Our sta ­ 
tute books are full of instances of 
laws which are evaded or nullified 
because they have not the public sen­ 
timent of the people behind them. 
The newspapers are the chief agents 
in forming public opinion. 
This used 
to be done by courts of law and by 
political assemblies, hut the modem 
newspaper has supplanted both as a 
forum of public discussion and as a 
meanp of public education. 
“ A hundred years ago inelligent 
men used to learn about the work­ 
ings of the law either by serving on 
juries or by reading the decisions of 
the judges, hut the jury service is 
today managed so badly that in most 
of the states no intelligent man wish­ 
es to serve on a jury if lie can help 
it. 
And if he does have to serve on 
a jury he does not gain an under­ 
standing of the law as much a con­ 
tempt for the way in which criminal 
lawyers are allowed to misapply it. 
And most of the decisions of pres­ 
ent-day judges 
on 
questions 
like 
railrdnd management or the equities 
of taxation, are so much 
occupied 
with precedents and so little with a c­ 
tual fa cts that they have very slight 
effect on public opinion. 
“ Nor do the people get the instruc­ 
tion from a political speech which they 
did two or three generations ago. 
Political speakers may address en­ 
thusiastic meetings, but 
their 
ad­ 
dresses are appeals to the emotions of 
men who have already formed their 
views rather tha^j deliberate discus­ 
sions with a view to aid in their for­ 
mation. 
“ Long before 
the 
great 
public 
speeches had been made 011 questions 
at issue the fa cts have been set be­ 
fore the people in the news columns 
of their papers and the arguments 
drawn from them with more or less 
care in the 
editorials, so 
that 
a 
speech in the senate or house of rep­ 
resentatives serves rather to register 
the reasofi for 
a 
decision 
already 
formed bv the 
voters 
than 
as 
a 
means of influencing any man to ar-
